Pupils dig it, grow it 
and cook it at school

L OCAL schools are 
competing once 
again in the Dig It, 
Grow It, Cook It, Eat It 
Now competition. 

Now in its second suc¬ 
cessful year, the compe¬ 
tition was started by 
recycling and waste 
management company 
Viridor, which composts 
Somerset’s garden waste 
to create Revive Soil 
Conditioner, in partner¬ 
ship with Somerset 
Waste Action Pro¬ 
gramme (SWAP). 

Pupils are eagerly 
awaiting the judges’ ver¬ 
dict next month (Novem¬ 
ber) while munching the 
results of all their hard 
work. 

The first 25 schools to 
apply were given a free 
tonne of Revive Soil 
Conditioner and asked to 
develop a vegetable gar¬ 
den, keeping a scrapbook 
of their digging, grow¬ 
ing, cooking and eating. 
The judges are using 


the scrapbooks to evalu¬ 
ate their work, with win¬ 
ning schools - one 
primary and one second¬ 
ary - receiving prizes of 
£200 in garden vouchers. 
Runner-up schools will 
receive £50 in vouchers, 
and up to four schools 
will get commendation 
certificates. 

Within the Weekender 
area, those taking part 
were Ashill Primary 
School, St Bartholo¬ 
mew’s First School and 
Stanchester Community 
School, who were all 
given free compost. 

Also entering, but with¬ 
out free compost were, 
Greenfylde First School, 
Neroche Primary School 
and Somerset Skills and 
Learning. 

Viridor regional recy¬ 
cling manager Kevin 
Bishop said: “Helping 
children grow their own 
vegetables in compost 
made from 100 per cent 
natural organic materials 


is a great example of the 
perfect recycling loop. 
“We’ve taken this idea 
further with our Revive 
soil conditioner by help¬ 
ing some incredible gar¬ 
dening projects in the 
local community and en¬ 
couraging schoolchildren 


to become inspired gar¬ 
deners.” 

SWAP leader Rupert 
Farthing said: “We have 
seen some amazing en¬ 
tries and it is great to see 
so many schools devel¬ 
oping vegetable gardens. 

“The children got a 


huge amount out of the 
whole process, from 
planting the seeds, nur¬ 
turing the plants through 
to deciding how to cook 
it. The competition helps 
children understand the 
full food cycle and how 
food does not have to 
come from supermarkets. 


They can also see how 
their kitchen and garden 
scraps turn into wonder¬ 
ful compost to help their 
vegetables grow.” 

Competition winners 
will be announced at an 
event in Taunton in late 
November.

FOLLOWING the review of Somerset 
County Council’s £40million County 
Farms Estate, local tenant farmers have re¬ 
ceived a letter indicating whether their farm 
is likely to be sold on. 

A formal decision is expected to be taken 
this week. 

Somerset County Farm Tenants Associa¬ 
tion and the National Farmers Union have 
objected to the review from the beginning, 
concerned that if the farms were sold there 
would be nowhere for young farmers to 
start out and the land would be at risk of de¬ 
velopment. 

The decision to review county farms 
prompted criticism and complaints from all 
quarters, at one stage causing more than 
150 people to pack out the key council 
meetings to argue that the farms should be 
kept in public ownership. 

The council agreed a “case-by-case” re¬ 
view in order to sell off farms to raise mil¬ 
lions of pounds, with sales used to counter 
anticipated cuts in Government funding.

The council is now proposing to keep 27 
farms and sell off the remaining 35. 

One tenant, due to be evicted next March, 
received a stay until 2012 but was then told 
his farm would be sold after that date. He 
was shocked, as a study farm for schools, 
he felt he had met all the criteria on the 
short questionnaire and would be safe. 

Lower Sea Farm near Ilminster was given 
a new 15-year tenancy agreement just be¬ 
fore the review began, but even the tenants 
there have just been told their farm will be 
sold to another landlord. This means it will 
no long available under the county farms 
scheme for future generations to make a 
start. 

Councillor David Huxtable, Cabinet 
Member for Resources, said: “It has been a 
long and difficult process, but tough times 
have forced tough decisions. 

“We have listened to the views and con¬ 
cerns of the farmers, and have had to bal¬ 


ance this with the savings that have to be 
made. 

“The farms are worth a total of more than 
£40m and that is a huge asset for the coun¬ 
cil and a huge subsidy for the farmers. 

“As a council with an anticipated budget 
deficit of £75million, we have had to make 
a very difficult choice.” 

Council Leader Ken Maddock said: 
“Somerset County Council is committed to 
reducing debt and the sales of valuable as¬ 
sets such as the county farms would con¬ 
tribute to the councilfs overall financial 
position. 

“We spend £36million each year on debt 
and repayments. That is one pound in every 
ten we spend on services is spent on debt. 

“We just can’t go on, it’s like a family that 
has maxed out on the credit card and is now 
having to sell prize assets to sort out their 
finances. 

“No one wants to do this but we have no 
choice.”

MEMBERS of South 
Somerset Climate Action 
Group and other volun¬ 
teers gathered at Eames 
Mill community woodland 
near Ilminster to stamp 
down weeds and plant 
apple trees as part of the 
10/10/10 Global Work 
Party. 

People at 7,347 events in 
188 countries joined to¬ 
gether to dig community 
gardens, install solar pan¬ 
els and plant trees on Sat¬ 
urday, October 10th. 

Their events and photo¬ 
graphs were them up¬ 
loaded onto a website as 
part of the 350.org global 
initiative to draw the atten¬ 
tion of world leaders to 
global warming issues.

I am relatively content with today. I am 
a bit spoilt with modern luxuries but I 
wouldn't mind just visiting biblical 
times and be in the crowd to listen at 
the sermon of the mount. 

• WHAT would you like to have 
with you if you were stranded on a 
desert island?

BISHOPS Court, the new 
Yarlington Housing Group 
retirement living complex, 
in Chard, was officially 
opened by David Laws MP 
on Friday, October 9th. 

Attended by the mayor 
and deputy mayor of 
Chard, representatives 
from South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council, Taunton 
Deane Adult Social Care 
and partnership companies 
and the residents, there was 
a party atmosphere with a 
cream tea by the team from 
Sweet Thoughts of Ilmin- 
ster who have the franchise 
on the communal tea room. 

The 62 self-contained 
flats will house a total of 
70 residents. Construction 
started in February 2009 
and deputy mayor Dave 
Bulmer, the ward member 
for the area said he was 
pleased to see it finally 
open after many months of 
complaint from local resi¬ 
dents. Some of those who 
moved into the accommo¬ 
dation over the last three 
weeks had been resistant at 
first but said they were ac¬ 
tually very happy with the 
change. One gentleman 
said it was like living in a 
hotel, except you got to 
make your own meals. 

The idea of moving the 
residents into a sheltered 
complex, which was not a 
care home, was to have a 
gated community for secu¬ 
rity, and communal facili¬ 
ties on site including a 
hairdresser, but also free¬ 
ing the individual homes 
some of the retired com¬ 
munity were living in, for 
the use of families. The 
two storey building was on 
the site of 12 bungalows 
and is phase three of a four 
phase regeneration of the 
area.

GAMU DEPORTATION FIGHT | The lawyer repre¬ 
senting X Factor reject Gamu Nhengu and her 
family has said she will appeal against plans to de¬ 
port them. 

The singer, who was booted off the show at the 
weekend, has been told she must return to her 
homeland of Zimbabwe after her mother's visa 
application was turned down. 

But Frances Farrell said she was preparing to 
lodge an appeal to an immigration tribunal. 

She said: "My client has lived here for eight years, 
always legally and on proper visas. 

"I'm now certain there is grounds to put in an ap¬ 
peal." 

Gamu and her family had been told they did not 
have a right of appeal and must leave the UK by 
their own accord or face deportation. 

Her controversial axing from the X Factor last 
weekend caused a storm among viewers, with 
more than 240,000 fans signing up to a Facebook 
page called Gamu Should Have Got Through, in 
protest at judge Cheryl Cole's decision to leave 
Gamu out of the final 12. 

Show bosses have already denied suggestions 
Cheryl was influenced by visa issues. A spokes¬ 
woman said: "We are supporting Gamu and her 
family during this difficult time." 

Fans have also started a petition calling on the 
Government to "reconsider the deportation of 
Gamu Nhengu and her family". More than 1,300 


people have signed it since it was set up yester¬ 
day. 

The teenager's mother Nokuthula Ngazana had 
been allowed to stay in the UK while she studied 
at university, with Nhengu permitted to remain in 
the country as her dependant. 

But Ms Ngazana's application to remain in the 
country was turned down, with the UK Border 
Agency saying it did not "meet all of the condi¬ 
tions for approval".

FERNE Animal Sanctuary is set in glorious countryside on the outskirts of 
Chard. Founded in 1939, the Sanctuary originally looked after pets of ser¬ 
vicemen and women who were fighting for their country. 

Sadly, many did not return and the search began to find new homes for 
these pets. As time went by other animals needed a refuge and today the 
sanctuary cares for 300 domestic and farm animals and birds. 

Feme takes in and rehomes dogs and cats within a 30 mile radius of the 
sanctuary. Animals are taken in for various reasons including family break 
up, bereavement, poor health. 

Some animals are simply abandoned at Feme's gate. Others are found 
hurt or hungry and may have been badly treated. They all need food, shel¬ 
ter and some will require medical attention. 

When we rehome animals we keep in touch with them for the rest of 
their lives and offer support to their new owners if needed. No healthy 
animal is ever destroyed, so other animals remain at the sanctuary.
